A four-year-old boy, struck by a car yesterday 
afternoon, scrambled out from under the vehicle, 
and collapsed into his father’s arms. 
Father's Day ended in tragedy for Willie Fest 
Jones of King Farms when his son died four hours 
after the accident. He died of internal injuries at 
Lower Bucks County Hospital. 
'File father rushed the boy to the hospital after 
the lad Terry Lee James was struck by a car near 
the cottage in which he lived at the farm. 
A c r y . of warning from a young playmate to 


“ watch out” failed to save the boy from being struck 
by a car driven by Bobby Gene Singleton. 18, of 
Magnolia Gardens, Bristol. 
The young victim was riding a stroller while 
his brother, William James, 8, and three other boys 
were playing near their homes. 
Chief Franklin Kirby said the boy apparently 
pushed the stroller down a driveway near Ford 
Mill Road just as Singleton's car turned into the 
driveway. 


The brother, another boy, Marvin Golar, l l , 
who shouted a vain warning and a third lad, Sonny 
Bryant, 12, all of King Farms, witnessed the acci­ 
dent. 
The boys told Sgt. John Rendeiro and Patrol­ 
man Lyle Gass, who investigated, that the James boy 
pushed his stroller in front of the car just as the 
vehicle turned. 
Singleton, who was visiting friends on the 
farm, was accompanied by Elihue Robinson, 17, of 


Magnolia Gardens and Oliver Blunt III, 14, of 
2216 Bloomsdale Road, Bristol. 
The boy and his father were taken to the hos­ 
pital by a friend of the father’s, Hubert Parker, a 
neighbor at the farm. 
Sgt. Rendeiro and Patrolman Gass said Single­ 
ton was released in $1,000 bail today after a hear­ 
ing before Justice of the Peace John Melvin on a 
charge of involuntary manslaughter. 
Hospital authorities said the boy died of stom­ 
ach and other internal injuries.
